The difference between events in South 


Africa, where scores have been killed and 


hundreds injured, and events in the United 
States is the degree of violence generated 
by friction between Negroes and whites. 


In the United States so far, no one has 
been killed or hurt seriously. This country 
has been lucky. South Africa has not been 
lucky. Its racial tension has reached and 
passed the flaming stage. 


It net cr w as plainer that violence is the 
enemy. 


This is the immediate point of agreem ent 
whenever men of good will are given a 
chance to quiet down race tension; they try 
to get rid of the violence of thought that 
leads sooner or later to violence of action. 
Once there has been an outbreak of phys­ 
ical violence, the damage is done. Tempers 
are lost. Blood is shed. M artyrs are created. 
Tears are shed over fresh graves 
Vows of vengeance are made. Tho fear 
of death and injury settles like a pall over 


the thoughts of men. They react like the 
frightened anim als that all men are when 
threatened with harm . They lay plans 
to 
kill, lest they be killed. 
This is the problem of mankind in all sit­ 
uations where fear and hate are generated. 
Getting rid of violence 
of thought and ac­ 
tion has been the 
constant aim of men of 
peace and good will since the League of Na­ 
tions sought to outlaw violence—war—as an 
instrum ent of national policy. 
That us the aim of the United Nations. It 
is the aim of Christianity. Every resolution 
by men of good will is built on the premise 
that violence, it: elf, us the enemy of peace; 
that the first step into the Golden Age is 
renunciation of violence. 
Race rioting in 
South Africa and racial 
friction in the United States shows how avid­ 
ly men seek violence to try the patience of 
their antagonists. 
Until men seek harmony, they will not 
find it. They will continue to find what they 
seek — violence 


The Nation Vs. James Hot fa 


The latest report of the Senate Labor Man­ 
agement Committee does not tell us anything 
new about the sort of man Jam es R. Hoffa is. 
It only fills in more details of the sordid story 
of the Team ster boss and his henchmen. 
But these details underscore again the pub­ 
lic's interest in breaking Hoffa’s hold on a 
large segment of the labor movement. 
If it were simply a m atter of the welfare 
of the Team sters Union mem bers, it could per­ 
haps he left to them to decide the fate of 
their president. 
If it were simply a m atter of the reputation 
<jf the labor movement itself, it could perhaps 
be left to the rest of organized labor to deal 
with him. although in trying to dissociate 
themselves from him the leaders of the AFL- 
CTO have had to cut the lines of communica­ 
tion that they could use to bring pressure on 
Mm 
But there is more to It than that. 
The Senate report charges that a national 
Crime syndicate is on the rise, using its con­ 


nections with the Team sters Union 
leaders 
and a few other union officials to gain under­ 
handed control over the national economy. 
The report charges that investigative atten­ 
tion was the only thing that blocked a plot 
to use $300,000 in Team ser funds to smuggle 
arm s to Cuba and the Dominican Republic in 
1959. 
These are m atters of public concern and 
they cannot be left to other hands. 
The stakes are high for Hoffa, so he fights 
with everv trick and strategy he can lay his 
hands on He has been successful so far. 
But the stakes are higher on the other side, 
for the future of our economic integrity and 
the welfare of the nation's citizens depend on 
the outcome 
That is why the Senate committee says the 
courts and executive agencies as well as Con­ 
gress must devote themselves to delivering the 
“ Sunday punch” that will crack the power of 
Jam es Hoffa.

needed for current contracts. 
When the bill was introduced in the Legis­ 
lature last year, it stirred up a flurry of con­ 
troversy. That was probably a good thing. 
Teachers, school employes and public em­ 
ployes covered by the retirem ent systems 
have a big personal and financial stake in 
what happens to their trust funds. 


Because the idea was new — California is 
the only other state that has tried it — many 
questions raised could not he positively an­ 
swered. As a result of the legislative and 
public attention, the bill was revised several 
times with the specific aim of writing enough 
protection for the funds into it to satisfy the 
adm inistrators of the retirem ent systems 
Not more than IO per cent of each trust 
fund or IO per cent of the total of the funds 
can be used for right-of-way purchases.

The trustees will hold 
title to the land until the highway director is 
ready to use it and to buy it from them 
This cannot be more than five years after 
the original purchase 


The statute guarantees a fair return on the 
investments the funds make in highway lands. 
Few, ;f any, other ventures in which the re­ 
tirem ent systems invest money offer a simi­ 
lar guarantee. 


' These term s, along with the approval now 
granted by the Supreme Court, should con* 
vince the directors of the retirem ent sys­ 
tem s that they will not endanger the trusts 
they hold by participating in the advance 
right-of-way program. 


They have an opportunity to make a profit 
and simultaneously to make a contribution to 
an im portant phase of Ohio’s economic de­ 
velopment.

For many months the representa­ 
tives of the world’s three m ajor 
nuclear powers have been haggling 
at Geneva over the effectiveness 
of a policed ban on nuclear test­ 
ing. 
The chief block to an accord has 
been the question of underground 
testing—could such subsurface ex­ 
plosions be detected? Could a nu­ 
clear explosion in a huge, deep 
cave be identified as such and not 
be confused with the seism ic evi­ 
dences of an earthquake? 
So after many centures, caves 
are again in the forefront of rn i- 
tary affairs. 
At the dawn of human history, 
these natural fortresses, concealed 
deep in the flank of mountains or 
hillsides, were the object of a nrul- 
lenial struggle. At first it was be­ 
tween cave bears, their original 
discoverers and thick-limbed huge­ 
headed Neaderthal men w’ho wield­ 
ed flaming torches against the big 
bruins. 
Later, the fight was between the 
human-f I e s h eating 
Neanderthal 
plug uglies and the gigantic Cro- 
Magnons, who poured into Europe 
from a mysterious southwesterly 
homeland. 
Still later, in tho 14th century, 
the forces of Queen Tam ara of 
Georgia, using the network of com­ 
municating caverns of the Cauca­ 
sian country as a wai base, suc­ 
cessfully defended their m ountain­ 
ous 
realm 
against 
the 
Mongol 
hordes af Tamerlane. 


IN MODERN TIMES, caves have 
been im portant only to spelogo- 
gists, explorers and archaeologists. 
But today, due to the rapid ad­ 
vance of technology, m ilitary sci­ 
ence has gone a full circle and 
caves—big. deep caves—are again 
a serious asset in power politics. 
Ifs 
because of the possibility 
of muffling nuclear explosions by 
carrying them out underground in 
huge, 
secluded chambers. 
American and British atomic -cr 
entists, ballistic experts, seismolo­ 
gists and mining engineers have 
supplied 
information on the fre­ 
quency and the intensity of earth­ 
quakes in different parts of the 
world and the reduction which the 
air cushion inside an underground 
com partm ent effects in the com­ 
motion caused by an explosion 
The num ber of quakes each year 
of sufficient intensity to be regis­ 
tered by a network of seism ographs 
is estim ated at around a million. 
About 15,000 of them are shal­ 
low earthquakes with seismic am p­ 
litudes equivalent to those produc­ 
ed by detonating 1,000 tons or more 
TNT. About 5,000 are equal to or 
greater than a five kiloton (5,000 
tons TNT) blast. And some 2.000 
trem ors each year are equivalent 
in force to a 30 kiloton Jilast or 
more—the force of the Hiroshima 
bomb. 
Information gathered from 
the 
Rainier and Hardtack atomic tests 
in 1957 and 1958 in Nevada showed 
that not only the tellable radio­ 
activity resultant from a nuclear 
explosion can be contained under­ 
ground 
but 
its very 
commotion 
can be muffled effectively. 
A m athem atical formula express­ 
ing this muffling indicates, for in- 
stance, that a Hiroshima-size blast, 
if carried out in the so called Big

Room or the Carlsbad Caverns, in 
the Guadalupe range of New Mex­ 
ico. would be so muffled as to 
yield a seismic signal equivalent 
to that of an explosion of 300 tons 
TNT above ground. And such sig­ 
nals are not sufficient to allow 
experts to locate them, even if 
they 
used 
IOO 
seismographs 
in 
the immediate vicinity of the blast. 


THE CARLSBAD Big Room is 
4,000 feet long, 625 feet wide and 
300 feet high and the mass of 
rock above it is about 800 feet 
thick. Thus there would be no risk 
of shattering the cavern in ques­ 
tion, and still less of blowing its 
top off 
If the whole of the energy yielded 
by the atomic explosion were to 
be in the form of mechanical en­ 
ergy instead of being mainly heat 
and if the rock formations above 
and below were of absolute hard­ 
n e ss, then the blast would lift the 
mass of rock immediately a b o v e - 
seme 
billion 
tons—but only 
by 
about an inch. 
However, in practice 
even 
the 
mechanical energy of the blast is 
quickly transformed into heat by 
the cushioning action of the air 
mass and of the rock walls, which 
heat tremendously—as a nail heats 
under a ham m er blow 


A further fact brought out by 
the experts 
is 
that 
cavities 
of 
equivalent value to that of the Big 
Hoorn or even better ones for muf­ 
fling atomic blasts, could he creat­ 
ed in a couple of years at a cost 
of between IO million and 20 mil­ 
lion dollars each and could be re­ 
used a number of times 
In fact. 
a number of such artificial caverns 
have already been created in the 
United States 
and 
are used 
to 
store oil. 
But even this delay and expense 
could be dispensed with by powers 
seeking to carry out secret tests 
and possessing sufficiently 
large 
and sufficiently deep natural caves. 
There are more than 1.300 known 
caves 
in the United States and 
Alaska and some of them have 
chambers larger than the Carlsbad 
Big Room. 
Similarly, some ol the world's 
biggest caves—asptciaUy in New 
Zealand—would be available to the 
British if they wished to carry out 
secret atomic tests, while France 


NEVERTHELESS, in this con­ 
test for large caves, the West would 
probably hold considerable advan­ 
tage. thanks mainly to the San 
Pedro Cave in the Bolivian Andes, 
the biggest and deepest known and 
c nable of muffling not only the 
kiloton explosions of mere atomic 
bombs but even the megaton blasts 
of the biggest hydrogen bombs pro­ 
duced to date 
The San Pedro cave lies under 
the Illampu Mountain and its only 
known entrance is near the little 
settlement of Sorata 
Its biggest 
chamber is so large that even the 
biggest searchlights that could be 
brought in through its exiguous en­ 
trance could not reach its ceiling. 
It is crossed by a stream and 
a lake and a French Jesuit who 
sailed up that stream found the 
cave ex*ending into the very heart 
of the huge mountain. There an 
iron grillwork, typical of the 17th 
century Spanish wrought-iron lat­ 
tice work, barred his progress to­ 
ward the far end.

could use the great caves of the 
Sahara 
Russian and Chinese caves also 
are numbered in thousands and 
some of them are known to con­ 
tain very large chambers. Perhaps 
the largest of these are in the 
Szechwan 
Province 
of

Chinalin one of which Prof. Von 
Kr i'gswald found the bones of 14- 
feet-tall “ m en” who lived in these 
parts a million years ago. 
The 
Rural Mountains and the Caucasus 
also are known to have large cav- 
er*s. 


Unfortunate’v. from the Western 
point of view, the available infor­ 
mation on 
Russian and Chinese 
caves come principally from arch­ 
aeologists, who are mainly inter­ 
ested in the rem nants of prehis­ 
toric civilizations and in bones of 
privitive men found in those under­ 
earth habitations but relatively lit­ 
tle in the size of the various com­ 
partments. 
However, it Is known that one of 
those com partm ents—the “Cham­ 
ber of G iants” in the Ablaskhira 
Cave, in Abkhazia ‘Caucasus)—is 
big enough and deep enough to 
muffle an e\nlo-ion of several kilo­ 
tons of TNT or of its plutonium 
equivalent. 


Maybe there's a les-on up in 
the sky as a small object, with a

weighing only 270 pounds, has in 
its scientific equipment never be­ 
fore placed into orbit. 
The American achievement has 
prom pted Sen. 
Lyndon 
Johnson, 
Democrat, chairm an of the Sen­ 
ate's special committee on space

tim e.” 
He added that this would be “ a

IN WHAT WAY does a satellite 
in the air have anything to do with 
world peace?

Eisenhower's

ment proposals. This means that 
nations may be able to learn in­ 
stantly by photographs about mili­ 
tary preparations and activities of 
other nations. 
It probably will be possible al­ 
ways to conceal certain weapons 
but any suspicious movement of 
large m ilitary forces or unusual 
concentration at bases can be de 
tected from the air so as to g.ve 
warning against a surprise attack. 
The advantages of the 
earth- 
circling instruments are not 
by 
any means confined to the mili­ 
tary side. There is a definite pros­ 
pect that information will be col­ 
lected about the origin of weather 
conditions so that advance data 
will enable the earth's inhabitants

DR. GLENNAN spoke of ' Pio­ 
neer V,” the satellite which, as of 
midnight April 5. had traveled 3.- 
491.932 miles away from the earth 
and still is in communication. He 
added:

We de 
understanding a little bit more of 
the magnetic fields out :n space 
We're getting drek very coed in­

side the package. I suppose the 
most important information, how 
ever, is the assurance that we have 
that we seem to be able to talk to 
this thing out there . . .

tion which we then put through a 
computer.

This particular project was ap 
proved in November 1958, aftei a 
lengthy study.

The citizens will be lucky if they 
get out of ii for IO million dollars 
That is only an estim ate of the 
total that will be di-tribued among 
cranberry growers who can pro c 
there was nothing wrong w*ith their 
produce, except that it ran afou 
of public hysteria. 
It would be many times higher 
than IO mill on if it had been done 
by someone else Theie would have 
been a dam age suit that would 
have curled hair, and presiding 
over it would hav e been a m em ­ 
ber of the judicial department of 
the great and almighty govern­ 
ment, to make certain that every­ 
thing was tied up tight. 
That s the way it -cerned to -ome 
of us irreverent customers it should 
have been last November when the 
dam age was done. But the D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture is going to 
pay the money voluntarily, which 
is better. It lakes guts for the 
government to admit it pulled a 
boo boo, and if IO million dollars 
isn r a handsome gesture we tax- 
payers who put up the money for 
ail boo-boos don I know what it 
feels like to pay till it hurts.
